The feature of the Democratic con- 
vention was the speech of W. J. Bry- 
an. • He congratulated the party, state 
and national, on having emerged from 
the valley of .the shadow of death, 
which, he said, the Republicans hope- 
lessly divided were just entering. He 
insisted that the title of "Great Post- 
poner" belonged to Secretary Taft, be- 
cause while he favored tariff reform, 
he was obliged by the party pressure 
to advocate putting off the day of 
action.

Berlin, Sept. 
25.—At 
Constance,. 


Count Ferdinand fZeppelin, the Ger- 
man aeronaut, made the most -success- 
ful aerial voyage hitherto achieved in 
any dirigible balloon. He spent 4 
hours and 17 minutes in the air, com- 
pletely circumnavigating the Lake ot 
Constance and. passing over fire dif- 
ferenF states. The speed of the air- 
ship is estimated to have been at least 
38 miles an hour. When both motors 
were in operation it easily outdis- 
tanced the .numerous s'teamers' laden 
with observers that followed on the 
lake. Zeppelin, who is 69 years of 
age, was in command of the airship, 
which bears his name. He had 'with 
him two assistants and a brew of 
seven men to run the motors. The 
airship executed the most diverse evo- 
lutions with the greatest ease. It 
moved back and forth before the win- 
dows of the royal castle at Friedrichs- 
hafen, making the. turns on a very 
small radius, and coming down the 
homeward stretch it ascended or de- 
scended at the will of the pilot, at 
times also dipping into the water and 
then rising to a height of 600 feet. 
The balloon used was on a rigid frame 
240 feet long over all. It holds 11,000 
cubic meters of gas.

holders of the reasons why Mr. Fish 
was not entrusted with tne continued 
management of the property. 1 en- 
close herewith a copy of a letter ad- 
dressed by the directors of the com- 
pany to Mr. Fish tinder date of Nov. 
7, 1900, setting lorth specifically some 
of the reasons why they would not 
vote for his re-election as president. 
There were other reasons *of a con- 
trolling character which were referred 
to in general terms, but out of consid- 
eration for Mr. Fish were not specifi- 
cally mentioned in that letter. 
The 


most conspicuous of these is that 
while Mr. Fish was president of your 
company and as such the virtual cus- 
todian of its treasury, he loaned to 
himself as an individual about $1,500,-

•*»feob--prwoa • to^-be-^toadequate and 
unmarketable. Mr. Fish being unable 
to repay the loan, or to satisfactorily 
secure it, there were various con^u^- 
tations among his friends on the board 
of directors and negotiations designed 
for the payment of the indebtedness 
and the protection of the credit of the 
company as well as Mr. Fish's reputa- 
tion. After it was demonstrated Mr. 
Fish was unable to reimburse the com- 
pany, a director individually loaned 
him the money necessary to repay the 
company. In order to secure this

No regiment to t._Jj'_0rm^ parched 


over more of tlie_ sfe'cfe£irig states or 
traveled more .milesj. either iriarohing, 
by railroad or transport, >than the 
Seventy-sixth 
Ohyi inlantry. They 


were in all the seceding^s^ates except 
Florida and Tetfas, \raveled 
about 


10,000 miles, and it would not fie 
easy to find a regiment that was in 
more battles, sieges and skirmishes. 
It was recruited by Col. Charles R. 
Woods, who was a captain in tne reg- 
ular army "when the war broke out. 
He commenced recruiting it in Aug- 
ust, 
18t51, at Camp Sherman, 
near 


Newark, Ohio, and completed its or- 
ganization in January, 1862. 


We can giver here only a partial list 


of the battles -i-n' which this regiment 
bore an honorable part, can be given, 
but the following list has been com- 
piled, and will be read with interest 
by Licking county people:

On the 4th of January, 18-64, near- 


ly all the members of the regiment 
reenlisted, and on the 3-Oth returned 
to Ohio on a veteran furlough of 30 
days, going by rail and arriving at 
Columbus, February -9, and return- 
ing by rail to Nashville and march- 
ing from there to its former camp at 
Point Rock by way of Huntsville, ar- 
riving in camp March Si. It remained 
in that 
camp 
until 
May 1, then 


marched to Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
on the 6th of May, when Sherman's 
Atlanta campaign commenced, march- 
ed thiough Snake Creek 
Gap and 


took part in the battles of Resaca, 
Dallas, Kenesaw Mountain, the battle 
of the 22d before Atlanta, and the 
battles of Ezra Chapel, Jonesboro, 
and Lovejoj , ttyen went into camp at 
East Point, near Atlanta. It remain- 
ed in that camp until October 1, when 
it inarched 
in pursuit 
of General 


Hood, marching northward through 
Marietta. AHoona, Kingston, 
Rome 


and 
Resaca, and 
through Snake 


Creek Gap to Villenow, where it had 
a little scrap \vith the retreating reb- 
els. then marched down the valley of 
Little Rner two or three days, and 
turning its course crossed the Coosa 
river at Cedar Bluff, and arrived at 
Bing\ strtion on the Atlanta 
rail- 


road on the 7th or November, the 
day of the presidential election. Here 
the regiment was set to work tearing 
up the railroad and cutting off all 
communication with the North, and 
preparing for the grand 
"March to 


the Sea," leaving Atlanta on the loth 
cf No% ember, and with the Fifteenth 
Army Corps, taking Macon in 


march with Gen. Sherman's army 
Uiiougli :Le Carolina^, wai in 
the 


battle of Bentonsville, 
and at Ral- 


eigh, N. C., at the final surrender of 
Johnson's army at that place, and 
then marched through Richmond to 
Washington, taking part in the grand 
leview, then went by rail to Parkers- 
burg, on the Ohio river, and by trans- 
port down the riter to Louisville, 
Ky., and remained there in camp un- 
til July 15, 1S65, when the regiment 
was mustered^ out of service and re- 
turned by rail to Columbus, Ohio, 
where the officers were mustered out 
July 20. Its losses in killed and 
wounded and by sickness during thg 
war were severe. 


The Colonel, Charles 
R. Woods, 


had been promoted to major general, 
and after the war a Supreme judge 
of the United States; and the major, 
Willard Warner, became colonel of 
the 118th Ohio, and atterwards ad- 
jutant general on Gen. Sherman's 
staff. 
The 76th belonged to the first 


dvlsion of the Fifteenth Army Corps 
of the Army of the Tennessee. Few 
regiments in the army of the Union 
can show a better record of 
marches 
or 
participation in more 


battles.
